construction on w^ich will be started 
this month by Contractor J. M. O'Neal 
of this cily. was described lo Ihc Ro- 
tary club Friday noon at Hotel "Bar- 
low by F. N. Porter, local architect. 
Mr. Porter produced floor plans and 
a sketch of the building's exterior by 
the school architects, Pcller & Mc- 
Annlnch, of Lillle Rock. 


Thc building will face wesl, on 


South Main street and the Lcwisvillc 
highway, 
at 
Main 
and 
Sixteenth 


streets. 


It will house Ihc senior and junior 


high scVjool students, from thc seventh 
through thc twelfth grades, and when 
it is completed the old senior high 
school — I h c . Garland., building., at 
Fourth and Washington-'will be aban- 
doned, and the new junior high school 
building on Fulton road will prob- 
ably be converted to a grade school. 


COO to 700 Students 


Thc new hich school building will 


accommodate from 600 lo 700 sludcnls, 
will have a large gymnasium, and an 
auditorium scaling probably 1,000 per- 
sons. 


"Thc exterior of thc building." said 


Mr. Porter, "will be simple and neat, 
I should say thai for bcauly and gen- 
eral design it is probably 25 years 
ahead 6f anything in'-this part of the 
country." 


A basement under the left wing of 


thc building will house a boiler-room, 
furnishing steam heat; a kitchen, but 
wif-h no provisions as yet for a din- 
ing room. 


Thc first floor has Ihc gymnasium 


in the left wing, with corridors and 
classroms in the center, and the audi- 
torium in thc right wing. 


The second floor comprises class- 


rooms exclusively; and on the third 
floor are the commercial department 
and science laboratories. 


The building is to be in thc shape r.f 


the letler H. Us overall length is 289 
feet 8 inches, and overall depth 9' 
feet 
The center block, exclusive of 


wings, wil] measure 177 feet' 6 inches 
in leneth hv 52 feet in depth. The 
center is of fireproof construction, with 
Ihc wings of slow-burning lync of 
material. No wood is lo be used, ex- 
cept Tor dors. 


Radio in Rooms 


A central radio receiver is included 


in thc design, with loud-speakers in 
everyjrooin. A master-clock will fur- 
nish correct time to each room also. 
There are 18 classrooms. 


Mr. Porter pave an inteiestig ac- 


count of the soil-tests which were con- 
ducted at Sixteenth and Main to make 
sure of a solid foundation. Consider- 
able trouble has 
been 
experienced 


with local soil, causing the founda- 
tions of many buildings to warp and 
crack. 


"Mr. McAnninch, of Pctter & Mc- 


Anninch, and I conducted a number 
of tests." Mr. Porter said. "We put 
pressure on an area of ground 12 
inches square, submitting it to 1,000 
pounds the first hour, and adding 
1.000 pounds every hour for 24 hours. 


"The first area we tried showed a 


smkage of 2 5-R inches under 1,00(1 
pounds the first hour. We abandoned 
this. 


"We next tested two areas, which 


showed, under 12.000 pounds pressure, 
sinkage of only 3-lfi and 1-8 inches 
respectively—which gives us every as- 
surance of a good foundation soil. We 
found this at a depth of 4 1-2 feet, 
the soil proving to be of pipe clay."

"Watch the score" is n valuable r'ulc, 


luit only when clearly understood. 
When making an original bid, never 
take the score into consideration. Al- 
ways bid your hand as dealer as if 
there were no score. The original bid 
is the one cliaiu-c a phfyer lias to give 
exact information ami he should always 
tell his partner the truth. This can be 
done only by bidding the hand without 
consideration of the score which should 
he disregarded when making an offen- 
sive bid. For example: 


The Auction score was Y 7. — 24; 


A 15 — 20, rubber game. 


The Contract score, Y Z — 00; A H 


— 70. 


7. dealt and lieUI the following hand: 


Hearts — K , 7 
Clubs —A, K, 7, 6, 2 
Diamonds — J, 10,3,2 
Spades — Q, 7 


He properly hid one no trump, cither 


at Auction.'or Contract. A bid two 
spades and Y hid two no trumps and 
all passed. Y 7. made two no- trumps 
and scored game anil rubber. If 7. hail 
looked at the score and bid one club, 
A v.'ould have liiil one spade ami Y's 
hand was not strong enough to hid one 
no trump. The result would have been 
tlwv A H wouhl have played the baud 
at spades ami scored game and rubber. 
If you have a no trump, bill it. L>i>"'t 
bid a minor suit under such conditions 
because of an advanced score. 


The time to consider the score, both 


at Auction ami Contract, is when your 
opponents have a score ami make a bid 
aheail of yon. The conditions in such 
cases arc very diliurcul, for you are then 


on the defensive and it is lip to you to 
bid and force your opponents, if possi- 
ble, to a bid that they cannot make. 
I7or example: 


Auction score, Y Z — 20; A R 10, 


rubber game. 


Contract score, Y 5? — 70; A n — 35. 
7. deals and bids one no trump and 


A liolds the following hand: 


Hearts —Q, 10, 7 
Clubs —A,'4, 3 
Diamonds — J, 9, 3

If A passes, Y 7. have a good cMnce 


to make the odd trick at no trump, 
which will give them game and rubber. 
A is forced, therefore, by the score, 
both at Auction and Contract, to 
double one no trump in the hope that 
Y Z will let him ami his partner play 
the h^ind or that if Y Z bid two no 
trumps, they will be unable to make it. 
The double is unsound except from a 
defensive standpoint. 


That is what the writer means by a 


correct understanding of "Watch the 
score". It is never important from an 
offensive standpoint, but always im- 
portant from a .defensive standpoint. 
There is no greater mistake in Auction 
or Contract than to change your 
methods of bidding, except for defen- 
sive purposes. Bidding for offensive 
purposes, that is, to arrive at the best 
hid of the combined hands of yours.^55 
ami your partner, should always be the 
same, regardless of the score. The 
question of the score, therefore, except 
for defensive purposes, should never be 
considered.
